SWEATING THE GOLD, 


New Canadian Coins Are Already 
Arousing Criticism, 

Although only a short time haa 
elasped since the appearatice of Oana- 
dian five and ten dollar gold Coins, | 
struck at the Ottawa branch of the 
Royal Mint, serious objections are al- 
ready being pointed out. The possi- 
bility for “sweating” the new cur- 
rency is only too apparent. Sinee the 
design on the coins is raised, jt is 
necessary, in order that the coins may 
stack properly, to have raised milled 
edges and Canada is likely to experi- 
ence trouble with those who “sweat” 
the coins to their own profit. That 
the coins may stack properly, it is 
pointed out, is a very important con- 
sideration. 

The process of “sweating” is a 


simple one. The practice is to put 
newly-made gold coins to the value of 
three or four thousand dollars in a 
chamois bag and shake them together 
in order to abrase the rough edges. 
The metal being soft, a considerable 
amount of gold dust is the result. 

The object is to reduce the coins 
from the mint weight to the least cur- 
rent weight.

It is currently reported that dishon- 
est persons have already done con- 
siderable ‘‘sweating,’”” and many of 
the new coins, which have been in 
circulation only a few weeks, show 
the effects and will have to be return- 
ed to the mint and melted over.

It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the abrasion on English gold 
coins entails an enormous annual loss 
to the Treasury, and the edges on the 
Canadian gold coins have ax even 
more pronounced flange than tig Eng- 
lish sovereign. It is most ndfpable 
on the reverse side of the coins. 

Many who have seen the new coins 
express surprise that the Dominion 
Arms on the reverse side of the coins 
include the arms only of the four 
royinces which entered Confedera- 
ion in 1867, those of the other five’ 
provinces not appearing. The excuse 
made by the mint officials is that this. 
is the only design authorized by the 
Heralds’ College and that the Govern- 
ment has no more right to change the | 
authorized design than it has to! 
change the Great Seal. ee 

Others, however, who should know, 
express the opinion that the Heralds’ 
College is only an advisory body. But 
whatever be the jurisdiction of this 
organization the fact that the arms of 
only the four original provinces in 
Confederation appear on the national 
coins of the Dominion would seem to 
give evidence of gross neglect n 
somebody’s part. ee

BRUIN THE CLOWN, 


WIVES OF THE OLD BRIGADE 


WOMAN’S LIFE IN THE ARMY 
AS If USED TO BE. 


Described by An Old Lady Who 
Spent Many Years With Her 
Soldier Musband. 


I caught ‘‘scarlet fever’? when I 
was about seventeen years of age, 
and I haven’t got rid of it yet, al- 
though I have just been made o 
great-grandmother, writes an old 
lady in London Answers. 

My husband has long ceased to 
wear a red coat, of course, and my 
eldest son has been drawing a pen- 
sion for some years; but my grand- 
son is serving in the old regiment, 
and his son makes the fourth in di- 
rect descent to be born in the corps, 
my husband’s father haying also be- 
longed to it. My husband’s father 
and mother were, in fact, still sery- 
ing with the regiment when I joined 
it, fifty years ago this month. 


A CHANGE FOR THE BETTER. 


Ours is not, by any means, a 
unique family history; for I have 
known of many cases of four, five, 
and even six generations of a fam- 
ily serving in the same regiment

A Laughable Seene Which Took 
Place in a Field of Maize. 

_A bear may be as terrible as a 
lon or a tiger, but he is a more 
versatile beast, for he is usually 
amusing—which the great cats ne- 
ver are.

_ Once he turned aside, and push- 
ing his head beneath a rock, took 
a few deep breaths in order to see 
whether there was an ant-heap 
there from which he could get a 
pleasant mouthful. Almost with a 
sigh for the dainty that was not, he 
went on his way, making scarcely 
any noise, for all his awkwardness, 
except when he rustled through a 
more than ordinarily dense piece of 
undergrowth.

But small as our income was, we 
managed to save a trifle out of it, 
without stinting ourselves of any 
essential thing. My husband's 
three-quarters of a pound of meat 


Saturdays, and as to two and a 
quarter pounds on Wednesdays, 
was enough for both of us, and the 
daily pound of bread was almost 
sufficient, so that the expenditure 
upon food did not amount to much 
more than three shillings a week. 

I had no fuel and light to buy, 
and in our early days of married 
life we had no furniture beyond the 
straw beds and bolsters, single iron 
bedsteads, table with iron trestles, 
and two wooden stools, allowed by 
Government. : 

I have had a very happy married 
life altogether, and it is difficult to 
say what has been the best period 
of it; but I think I would pick 
out that first twelve months, when 
my husband was at the bottom of 
the military ladder, and we had to 
put up with those inconveniences, 
if I were compelled to choose. 


ORDERED TO INDIA. 


After the first twelve months I 
ceased to be the wife of a private 
soldier, for my husband got the 
lance-stripe. He has often said

Case That Might be of Interest to 
Tourists in Switzerland, 


A case of international interest, 
especially to those travelling on the 
continent, has just been decided by 
the High Court of Justice here, says 
the Pall Mall Gazette. 

In an international train on the 
Gothard line, between Bellinzona 
and Lucerne, two barristers and a 
solicitors were playing cards in the 
restaurant car, 

The railway officials asked them 

repeatedly to cease playing, which 
eventually they did. Presently, 
however, they began again, and 
then the authorities fined them 6 
franes each for disobedience of or- 
ders. 
The fine was paid, but the three 
lawyers appealed against it, taking 
the case to the high court here, ar- 
Suing that the railway officials had 
exceeded their authority by fining 
them, any ; 
The high court, however, con- 
firmed the fine and supported the 
railway officials on the ground that 
the travelling publie must conform 
to the regulations of the railway. 

It also added that any special 
regulations which the railway au- 
thorities might lay down on partic- 
ular occasions must also be obeyed 
by the public; otherwise there 
could be no discipline.

An Aboriginal Village. 
The remains of what must ~ have 


been long years ago an Indian settle- 
ment near Spencerville are being. un- 
earthed by excavators employed by 
the Geological Survey in» connection. 
with the work of Mr. Harlan I. Smith, 
Dominion archaeologist. When at 
Kemptville he was guided to the site 
near Spencerville where relics of an 
ancient Indian village are being daily 
dug from the ground. Excavation 
work was commenced, and in six 
days half a dozen skulls of the abori- 
ginal inhabitants and innumerable 
pieces of pottery artistically designed, 
sharp bone instruments that may 
have been either forks or awls, as 
well as other archaeologically inter- 
esting specimens were unearthed. Men 
are still working on the site and Mr. 
Smith stated that it was possible 
work would be continued for as long 
as a year. 


From the fact that no objects made 


by Europeans or white people have 
been found it is conjectured that the 
village was abandoned by the In- 
dians, or whatever race occupied the 
site, before any of the exploring 
parties had reached the vicinity. That 
they were a peaceful people is to be 


inferred from the fact that extremely 
few implements of war have been 
taken from the ground among all the 
relics of peaceful living. —Kemptville 
Advance. 


Methodists Increase.

The total membership of the Metho- 
dist Church in Canada is placed at

The other day a man said to me, “It’s 
all yery well for you to talk about the 
dangers of speculation. Just because a 
few men lose money you condemn the 
whole game. It’s just as reasonable to 
suggest closing all drug stores because a 
few men buy poison and kill themselves, 
or to condemn apple pie because some 
people eat too much and suffer as a con- 
pequence. You're partly right, and ih 
Four, enthusiasm you condemn whole- 
Bale.” 

In the first place, I do not condemn 
speculation. Speculation and gambling 
are two entirely different things, yet the 
word speculation has come to have a 
meaning with the public which is syno- 
nomus with gambling in stocks. In specu- 
lation one studies the situation, and havy- 
ing taken the pros and cons inte consid- 
eration, buys some security which should 
advance in value over a course of a few 
years. A gambler buys a steck because 
the market is strong, and it should ad- 
vance a few points in a few days. The 
former takes an intelligent business 
chance; the latter—well he just gambles. 

Most people whoj dabble in the stock 
market are gamblers, because they merely 
follow the “dope sheets” and jump in 
and out, scalping a point here and losing 
a point there, Such men, in about 9 
cases out of 100, eventually lose all they 
have put up, and sometimes all they have. 
The average man jn a commercial busi- 
ness is a specilator. He buys something 
people want and “figures to sell it to them 
at a price greater than he paid for it. 
But if he were to go along a street and 
see a car load of lumber and buy it 
without first examining it to see if it 
were sound and not all culls; without first 
figuring on whether he wasn’t paying 
more than the lumber was worth, and 
without enquiring whether there was any 
demand for lumber, he would be gamb- 
ling. And that is just exactly what most 
so-called epeculators do in the stock 
market. 

_A man looked at the quotations in the 

aper last year and saw Black Lake As- 
estos preferred stock selling around 
sixty, let us say. He sees it is a seven 
per cent. dividend payer. It looks cheap; 
other seven per cent. shares are selling 
at about par. Why it’s a great oppor- 
tunity.

WHOOPING-COUGH RAGING. 


Fifty-four Deaths in Toronto in 
Five Months. 


A despatch from Toronto says: 
Whooping-cought has carried off 
fifty-four children in this city in the 
past five months. There were four- 
teen deaths from this disease last 
month alone: six in July, fourteen 
in June, eleyen in May, and nine in 
April. _In the past five months 
there have been thirty-two deaths 
from scarlet fever, usually regard- 
ed as a much more dangerous dis~ 
ease than whoeping-cough.

THE WEIGHING OF CHEESE 


._ Producers Complain that No Allowance is Made for 
Overweight. 


A despatch from Kingston says: 
The members of the Royal Commis- 
sion appointed to enquire into the 
complaints received by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, relative to the 
alleged unfairness in the methods 
followed in weighing butter and 
cheese, opened their session in the 
City Council Chambers on Thurs- 
day afternoon. Those who appear- 
ed before the commission strongly 
advocated the appointment of an 
official Government referee to act 
at Montreal in cases where disputes 
@rose over short weight. The pre- 
tent system, they claimed, was un- 
fair to the producer, who was 
Charged for cheese that was under 


weight and was allowed nothing for 
cheese that was over weight. They 
invited an inspection of their 
scales, which the commission said 
would be made. Some of those who 
gave evidence could assign no rea- 
s80n for shortage in weight, but 
others said that the shipping of 
cheese that was too young might be 
the cause. Dr. Edwards, who was 
instrumental in having the Govern 
ment appoint the commission, was 
jn attendance, and explained that 
he did not charge dishonesty in the 
weighing at Montreal, but thought 
that rules were very unfair. 

The oommission will meet in 
Cornwall on the 13th of September 
and then adjourn for several weeks.

sure of revenge when ‘Toronto shoppers 
in turn go off to Buffalo or New York 
to make purchases, which generally never 
meet the eye of the customs officials on 
the border,

one of unprecedented briskness. Many 
of at kept their offices open day and 
night. 


FARMERS DIDN'T TURNOUT. 


The exhibition authorities have to ad- 
mit that this year the attendance of far- 
mers was not up to previous records, For 
this the phenomenally bad weather and 
late season is made to bear the blame. 
But on the whole the attendance was re- 
markable, Jupiter Pluvius did his worst 
and failed. The Labor Day attendance, 
breaking all records on a day which did 
not have a glint of sunshine, and with 
the rain sometimes coming down in tor- 
rents, was particularly astounding. Of 
course it has to be borne in mind that 
Toronto, according to the figures of the 
Assessment Department now coming in, 
has 35,000 more people of its own than it 
had this time last year. It is difficult to 
realize how fast the place is growing. 
The increase of a single year is greater 
than the whole population of most of the 
other cities of the Province, and as great 
as the population of a good sized coun- 
ty. Whether this rapid concentration of 
population is an altogether unmixed 
blessing for the rest of the Province is a 
question which will bear serious consid- 


eration, 

But Torontonians are whole-heartedly 
proud of their Fair. There used to bo a 
disposition in some circles to regard it 
Tather disdainfully. All that has passed 
now. And with rigid adherence to the 
truth it can be said that the Exhibition 
of 1912 surpassed all previous efforts. In 
nearly every department there was a 
noticeable sprucing up, and there were 
several new feautres. 


STRONG ON IMPERIALISM. 


‘The distinctive note waa probably the 
tinge of Imperialism that was injected. 
Dhere were cadets from all parts of the 
Empire, Newfoundland, New Zealand, Au- 
stralia, England and Ireland giving daily 
exhibitions and nightly forming into a 
living flag. There was the Kings uncle. 
There were the bands from the mother 
land. And the siege of Delhi from India 
as a nightly spectacle. < 

All this was deliberately planned, for 
those in charge of the Exhibition’s for- 
tunes are ardent Imperialists. It cost 
$40,000 to bring the cadets. The bands 
cost $12,000 more. And it was probably 
not by accident that many of the speeches 
at the directors’ luncheons echoed the 
alarms of war. 

Those who are not in active sympathy 
with the propaganda were inclined to 
ask what was the connection between 
these sentiments and a purely industrial 
and agricultural exhibition, which might 
be supposed te glorify, if anything would, 
the blessings of peace. 


A $15,000 JOB A-BEGGING. 


The resumption of activity in munici- 
pal politics after the summer holidays 
found the most pressing issue to be the 
question of the city counsel appointment. 
The refusal of Mr. T. G. Meredith to ac- 
cept the position hastily offered him left 
just a little shamefacedness. To have a 
$15,000 Toronto jeb turned down cold waa 
just a trifle humiliating. But no doubt 
the receiving of the offer did not hurt 
Mr. Meredith. He has a comfortable home 
in London, and at sixty a man does not 
lightly sever the connections of a lifetime. 

With the ground cleared for a local 
man, the question on everyone's lips was, 
“Will Mayor Geary get it?” He himself 
said no word, but, of course, at. the sal- 
ary, or even half the salary, it is a posi- 
tion that would attract any young law- 
yer. ‘The criticism of Mayor Geary's 
chances arose partly from the fact that 
he has not deyoted much time to law. 
Politics has been his forte. On the other 
hand he had to recommend him an ex- 
ceptional knowledge of current municipal 
problems. 

An arrangement by which Mayor Geary 
would succeed Mr. Drayton as City Coun- 
sel, Controller Church as member of the 
Hydro Electric Commission, leaving the 
field comparatively clear for Controller 
Hocken as the next Mayor, was spoken 
of as the “deal” that was under way.

He had been for some years clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly of Mani- 
toba when, in 1900, he was appointed 
commissioner of immigration, with 
jurisdiction from Lake Superior to the 
Pacific Coast, and from the Interna- 
tional Boundary northward, and his 
powers in the settlement in those 
early days of the rush to the West 
were, in effect, only limited by hia 
own judgment. ; 

Perhaps few have any idea of the 
extensive operations of the Canadian 
Government in order to secure pro- 
per foundations for the erection of the 
Western Empire, which must inevit- 
ably provide the manufacturing in- 
terests of the Hast with an increased 
amount of business from time to 
time. Here he learned all the mani- 
fold details which accompany .any un- 
dertaking dealing with human beings, 
and particularly those who go to a 
new country to make a living in a 
new home. 

Only those who had had any ex- 
perience in that work realize how 
much of a science the care and settle- 
ment of people has become. Let any 
individual recall the trouble and anx- 
jety he has had in caring for a single 
friend, and some slight intimation 
will be derived as to what it means 
to receive and to settle and care for 
the hundreds of thdusands of new 
comers in Western Canada, so that 
to-day the foundations then laid have 
proved broad and deep enough to 
carry what many are pleased to call 
the New Nation. :

crop area in Western Canada increas- 
ed from less than three million acres 
to over eleyen million. acres. 

Imperial and British connection has 
always been the predominant nature 
of Mr. Smith’s administration. He 
‘never failed to effectively thrust this 
upon the large number of Americans 
crossing the International Boundary, 
and just how much Western Canada 
}has to thank him in this connection 
will probably never be known. 

In giving his evidence before the 
royal commissioners on the civil ser- 
vice in 1906, he is reported as saying: 
“We believe in the West and in the 
ultimate destiny of Canada, and our 
guiding-star is that the new comers 
cannot withstand the dominion of the 
British tongue, or cur Canadian insti- 
tutions, no matter where they come 
from.” 

At the beginning vf 1908 Mr. Smith 
was transferred by the Government 
to England as chief officer in charge of 
emigration, and in his removal was 
presented with many flattering testi- 
monials from all classes and creeds in 
Western Canada.

{Novel Exhibit of Labor-Saving 

Electrical Devices at the Belle- 
viile Fair 


The novel feature of the Pair 
{the exhibit Farming implements 
operated by Electricity and different 
helps operated by 
electricity that was shown conjointly 
| by the Seymour Powsr & Blectric Co. 
and The Trenton Electric and Water 
Company. 

In this exhibit was shown a large 
buzz-suw for use on the farm and a 
straw cutter operatédby motor that 
attracted considerable attention and a 
root cutter also operated bya motor 
a pump that will look after the water 
supply of the average house and 
which does not take any more power 
to operate it than an ordinary 82 
candle power Jamp, a meat grinder 
that was operated by a self contained 
motor, a washing machine that 
received considerable attention from 
the ladies present, as this machine 
Which costs about a half a cent an 
hour to operate it, washes the clothes 
and by «& special attachment wrings 
them, 5 

A demonstration was also given of 
cooking by electricity. The baker 
from the Jas. Wallace & Co. dem- 
onstrated the use of the electric 
range, cooking a number of different 
kinds of cakes and showing the ladies 
the great ease and great regularity by 
which the Electric range is operated. 
These samples were greatly enjoyed 
by a numnber of the visitors. They 
were also shown the Electric iron 
coffee percolatoy and toaster and also 
other house-hold helps that are 
becoming very popular.

Founding a Sheep Flock 


Since the new edition of the bulletin 
“Sheep Husbandry in Canada” was 
issued a few weeks ago, there has 
been a constant stream of requests for 
it flowing into the Publications 
Branch at Ottawa. A great many of 
the applicants state that they are 
just commencing, or about to com- 
mence sheep raising and that they 
wish to learn how to handle a flock 
successfully. This bulletin contains a 
chapter specially prepared for such 
persons describing how best to 
establish a flock of commercial sheep. 
The author, Mr. J. B. Spencer 
recommends a flock of fifteen ewes as 
the minimum for a farm of one hundred 
acres. Such a flock can be increased 
with experience, but not beyond 
twenty to twenty-five unless it is 
desired to make a special business of 
sheep raising. With the manage- 
ment and care deseribed in the 
bulletin, an increase through lambs 
can be expected of from 150 to 175 per 
cent and it should be the latter. 

The early weeks of autumn is stated 
to be the best time to purchase ewes 
us then one can select those that have 
raised good lambs. 

Before the present edition of the 
bulletin is fully exhausted a still 
further one will be ordered so that no 
one need hesitate about ordering a

Ontario 
fruits are acknowledged ‘to be bet- 
ter quality than British Columbia 
shipments, but shipments from the 
Pacific Province and the western 
States show excellent stock, well 
graded and packed, which reaches 
the market in a splendid condition. 

Mr. Parnell suggests that prices 
for apples are likely to decline. 
Good sales are reported in the 
country, but city buyers are mak- 
ing light purchases in the hope of 
cheaper prices later on. (With the

have to take lower prices. Ship- 
pers should exercise great care In 
packing their apples, as there is an 
extra staff of inspectors on, who 
are examining carefully each ship- 
ment, and all shipments should 
come up to the ‘fruit market act.’

by means of short-term notes or treasury 
bills. Inyestors, therefore, start this fall 
season with numerous opportunities for 
prc naa ae cheap municipal debentures or 
occasional chances to purchase securi- 
ties maturing from six to twelve months 
of fairly high yield, but secured by the 
assets of excellent municipalities. Just 
this week, for example, one houee is of- 
fering one year notes of a suburb of Van- 
couver at a price to return the investor 
five and one-half per cent. on his money. 
Many of the larger cities of the middle 
West are now returning from 43-4 to 514 
per cent.—a fact that hag not taken p'ace 

since the bad year of 1907. 
The question that many investors are 
asking igs not whether debentures are 
cheap at present, but whether or not 
they may not become even cheaper. This 
question is not easy to answer and I can 
_only express an opinion based on the 
opinions of many of the most expert 
bond men in Canada. But while their 
opinions are well worth having they are 
unfortunately hampered by not being 
ifted with prophetic powers and ,their 
nowledge of the future is only that based 
upon probabilities. What they think is 
this: The market has now reached a 
pola where debenturés are returning as 
igh a rate of income as they have within 
the past fifteen years or more. General 
conditions are excellent, and prices are 
unquestionably attractive. Therefore, 
although London may not again come in- 
to the market for some time to come the 
absorbtive power of Canada and the 
States will prove sufficient to keep the 
market from going any lower.

The world has always been ready 
to admire the udyenturous spirit in 
men, Whether it be a dashing Cavalier 
Prince Rupert or «a sober-minded 
Puritan Miles Standish. It has not 
been so ready to recognize that there 
ave women also for whom the un- 
trodden paths and far trails have an 
irresistible fascination. Our pioneer 
great-grandmothers muy have come to 
this country as the wives or daughters 
of men éager for toil in a new world, 
rather than from any personal desire 
for a home in the western world. Yet 
1 believe many of them enjoyed the 
trails and new phases of life in the 
unmade Dominion with the zest of 
the true adventurer, 

There are women who love explora- 

tion for its own sake, and who enjoy 
to the full the life of prairie or hill- 
side. They are not ut all masculine 
in the objectionable sense in which 
that term in sometimes applied to 
women who have ambitions aside 
from the domestic sphere; but they 
have a-kind of boyish love of ‘fresh 
woods and pastures new.” Such a 
brave spirit was Agnes Deans Camer- 
on, who lately passed from all earthly 
wanderings to \rest 
“Beneath the low green tent, 
Whose curtain never outward swings.” 
Such a nature is the inheritance of 
another Canadian woman _ writer, 
Miss Agnes ©. Laut, who is never 
happier than when exploring the pre- 
historic caves of Arizona or the far 
reaches of a British Columbia 
stream. e 

Miss Laut, like Miss Cameron, is of 
Scottish descent, which means a great 
deal in a country whose rivers, from 
Fraser to Mackenzie, show where the 
‘venturous Gael has been. She has 
the innate eperseverance of the race 
which delights in a “‘deefficulty,” 
and which finds relaxation in theo- 
logical .argument. She has proved 
work the greatest enjoyment in the 
world. 

Miss Laut belongs to Ontario by 
birth, but went to Winnipeg when a 
chill and is consequently claimed as” 
a typical western woman in intellec- 
tual briskness and ambition. Her 
maternal grandfather was the late 
Rev. Principal George, D.D., of 
Queen’s University, Kingston, * and 
she is thus related to Mrs. H. 8. 
Strathy and Mr. W. K. George of 
Toronto. Miss Laut was an indus- 
trious student as a schoolgirl, and 
more than one instructor tells of her 
early determination to succeed in 
literary achievement. She was edu- 
cated at Manitoba University and 
became an editorial writer on The 
Manitoba Free Press in 1895, The 
New York Evening Post, The Review 
of Reviews, The Montreal Herald, The 
World’s Work, and Outing have also 
claimed her editorial activities. 

.There are some natures. for whom 
the story of past accomplishments 
has an infinite fascination; there are 
others who seem to possess little of 
that historic sense which can revive 
the scenes of long ago and bring back 
the figures which flashed along in the 
voyageur’s canoe or which journeyed 
into the silent white places of the far 
north. Miss Laut seems to unite the 
historic imagination with an intense- 
ly practical grasp of present affairs, 
so that she is equally enthusiastic 
over the romance of the historic strug- 
gle between two great trading com- 
panies or the account of a vast en- 
gineering enterprise of the twentieth 
century. However, this Scottish- 
Canadian of many ambitions admits 
that research work among the old 
documents of the Hudson Bay Co. 
records is one of the most engrossing 
occupations on earth. 

Years ago. Miss Laut obtained ac- 
cess to the Hudson Bay literature in 
England, and found material for a 
library of good stories, and with char- 
acteristic thrift and energy, She turn- 
ed the unvarnished entries to good 
account in the novels ‘Lords of the 
North” and ‘Heralds of Empire,” 
followed, by ‘‘The Story of the Trap- 
per,” “Pathfinders of the West” and

Harvesting Red Clover Seed 


WHEN 'TO Cur;—When it is found 
that © large number of the dry heads 
of second gaowth clover show signs of 
breaking apart or when some rubbed 
in the hand Shell veadily and a good 
deal of the seed shows a purple shade 


it is ready fo harvest, Cutting should 
not be delayed for any new growth, 


HARVESTING : Perhaps the best 
implement to cut clover seed with is 
the five raked reaper. The seed nay 


be left. to cure in bunches, which may 
require to be turned on account of 
immature plants or tod much wet, 
Another way to cut it is with the 
binder by letting it vun off the table 
cunvas in a swath behind the niachine, 
It may be left in the swath to cure 
more if ne cessary and then raked into 
bunches With a horse rake. This 
should be done when the straw is 
tough with dew or rain to prevent 
Shelling, If the clover is quite vipe it 
is better to ent it when more or less 
tough to prevent loss. It may also be 
cut with a mower, with or without a 
fable attachment or buncher. If 
without the table, it will require to be 
raked up with a horse rake. 


CURING AND THRESHING 


If rapid curing of the staw is made 
it may be hauled toa mow or stack 
or direct to a huller in a week or ten 
days. Itimay be left out a month or 
two in which case the straw will 
become more rotten and the seed will 
perhaps be hulled easier and faster, 
If pretty dry when hauled in, a canvas 
may be put on the shelvings of the 
waggon to catch the hulled seed and 
chaffy heads. The best seed will be 
found here, In hauling to the mow it} 
may be put in quite tough, as it 
would be early in the morning or late 
at night, to prevent shelling.

Small Fruit Culture  -

y the garden should cost you one 
ollar unless you choose to make it 
ost, and I believe that if it did cost 
fou something it would be nioney 
_ Wellspent. The Departinent has pro- 

ided that a Board maintaining a sat- 
sfactory garden with o qualified 
teacher shall veceive a refund of all 
expenses up to $50 for the first year 
and $30 a year for each succeeding 
year. The teacher will also receive 
from the Department a grant of $30 
per year. 

The amount of land in the garden 
need not exceed one-tenth of an acre, 
and may be owned or vented. If your 
present site was the regulation size, 
one acre, you would have ample land 
without any addition and it may be 
that, you can rent what you need, 
During your first year your expendi- 
ture would include the purchase of 
hoes, rakes, etc., which might run you 
up in the neighborhood of the $50, but 
it need not exceed that amount, and 
thereafter the $30 would more than 
«over your outlay, 


I trust you will consider this matter 


favorably and arrange to begin your 
garden next spring. Of course you

Toronto Globe. When the wind sweeps 
over it, it appears, even in the eyes 
of grown-up fo'k, to flow in curretms 
like green or golden water; and as the 
season advances the nodding heads 
rise higher and higher till a man 
may stand breast-deep amongst them, 
and a little ehild may be quite lost to 
view. So literally true *. this that 
the prairie mother fears when the crop 
is high to let her toddling, adventur- 
ous little one out of her sight lest he 
should be tempted to go exploring in 
the trackless grain, that, still resem- 
bling water, would clos» after him, 
leaving never a sign of his passage. 

The houses are usually placed with 
more regard to the convenience ot 
working the farm than to the proxiin- 
ity of neighbors, and even in a fairly 
well-settled district may be a mile or 
two apart. In suéh a case, the several 
members of a family are greatly de- 

ndent on each other for all the corm- 
ort and brightness of life. Elappily 
this often results in extremely strong 
family feeling, though the circum. 
stances favor the development of 
marke('y different characteristics in 
the diuerent members. Generally 
speaking, each child has room to grow 
with little let or hindrance from the 

ressure of other individualities, and, 
Fajae exposed to fewer distmcetions 
than the youngsters of large towns 
and cities, is possibly more likely to 
discover his own particular talent in 
good time. At any rate in the tiny 
community of a single home, it is 
beneficial to all when one member 
shows some definite ‘“‘bent,”’ especially 
in the direction of a practical accom- 
plishment., The others naturally stand 
aside to let him, or her, exercise the 
special talent; and of course it grows 
by use. If a little fellow shows an 
aptitude for understandi: x the intri- 
cacies of machinery, it will not be 
long before his powers of making a 
necessary repair to the washer or the 
sewing machine are tested in prefer- 
ence to sending the machine at once 
to a distant and expensive expert. If 
a girl displays a taste for millinery 
or dressmaking, the making of the 
family hats or blouses will soon be- 
in to come her way, and, incidental- 
y she will speedily improve in her 
art. 

Alike in east and west, work on a 
farm has a tendency to come on with 
& rush in certain seasons, and then it 
must be a very smaH or a very stupid 
child who cannot contribute some 
help in the general stress. At such 
times, even if not as a rule greatly 
enamored of his small routine duties, 
the normal child is keenly alive to 
the dignity of labor, and will valiant- 
ly and with vast enjoyment play his 
little part amongst tite men. Every- 
one who has lived in the country 
knows that such seasons of stress are 
of pretty frequent occurrence. Thus 
the nove and girls get their trainin 
early, by what one might call “‘shor' 
courses,” in the work of men and wo- 
men; and a good thing it is that they 
do, 80 long as 
them is not too heavy and continuous. 

It is pretty generally conceded that 
the farm, with its pure air, its simple, 
wholesome food, and its spaciousness, 
ia a fine place for children physically. 
The advantages of its mental atmos- 
ppere are probably quite as great for 
he young mind which needs to be fed, 
but ought not to be forced. Contry 
sights and country sounds give the 
most intelligent child ample food for 
thought, whilst the country quiet. af- 
fords him a chance to assimilate this 
food. He has time to think his own 
thoughts and dream his own dreams 
undisturbed by the rush and change 
and distractions of the city. If he 
cares for reading, or even as a child 
loves to be read to, few books may ke 
available, but he will get at the hearts 
ot those he has. Probably he will take 
longer to develop and perhaps all his 
life will remain a slower man than 
his city-bred cousin—slower in move- 
ment, in speech, in the readiness to 
stake great things on a new idea— 
but on this continent at least we are 
in much more danger from overhaste 
than from undue deliberation; and 
the men and women trained on the 
farm are our chief hope of escape 
from the wreck of our civilization 
through nervous impatience and reck- 
less speeding to our goals of individual 
and national fortune. 

The country-bred children (I do not 
say only the farmers’ children) of the 
last generation haye given Many a 
leader to the present generation, and 
at this moment the farms of east and 
west alike are raising a crop of hu- 
manity of infinitely more promise and 
value than any other crop  whatso- 
ever.

GOOD ROADS IN B,C, 


Province Is Going Into the Work on o 
Big Scale. 
In view of the widespread interest 


which is being evinced throughout 
America in the new movement for 
good roads, and especially in Oan- 


ada ‘in reference to the Halifax-Van- 
couver national highway, a descrip: 
tion of the portion of this highway in 
British Columbia is of special interest 
at this time. 

On Vancouver Island the road sys- 
tem of England was introduced half a 
century ago, and for fifty years there 
have existed, outside of Victoria, grav- 
elled roads of good quality. Owing to 
the peculiar beauty of the southern

portion of the island these roads have 
become famous for automobiling, and 
the British Columbia Government, as 
part of its road policy, is extending 
the roads throughout the island at 
large expense. No effort will be spar- 
ed in this direction to make Vancouver 
Island a second Wngland, in view of 
the increasing interest which it will 
always have, as. a permanent resid- 
ence for those who have been fortun- 
ate enough to make their fortunes in 
Western Canada; and as an ideal spot 
for those, in moderate circumstances 
who wish to live in pleasant sur- 
roundings and in a mild climate. 

The man who took the most active 
part in this road policy of British Co- 
lumbia, and who foresaw the move- 
ment which now seems to have crop- 
ped up in all parts of America during 
the last year, is the Hon. Thomas 
Taylor, Minister of Public Works in 
B. C. Chiefly owing to his energy and 
ability very large sums of money are 
being appropriated this year for new 
roads in British Columbia. A careful 
study of the road question in all parts 
of the province is being made with a 
view to making further extensions as 
they will be required, British Colum- 
bia, by reason of its configuration, of- 
fers most difficult problems in road 
building. By reason also of its scat- 
tered population, which is separated 
by ranges of mountains, lakes, ete., 
the existence of some means of trans- 
portation other than railways is a ne- 
cessity from a provincial point of 
view. 

The motor road between Banff and 
Windermere, however, is of special in- 
terest to British Columbia and to the 
Dominion at large. Everyone knows 
of the Banff National Park. Each year 
the Lake Louise and Banff districts 
are unable to accommodate the crowd 
otf people from the eastern part of the 
United States who go there for the 
summer, chiefly to study the geology 
and flora and to climb the many 
mountain peaks in that district. Lat 
er on in the fall. wealthy shooting 
parties leave Banff in all directions. 
During the last few years the original 
National Park lying in the railway 
belt, with Banff as its centre, was in- 
creased by westerly additions in the 
Selkirks, called Yoho Park and Gla- 
cier Park. The Dominion Government 
has made expensive topographical. and 
photographic surveys of these parks 
which are now about completed. 

Settlement in British Columbia and 
Alberta has gradually pressed forward 
until the homesteader is now entering 
the mountainous parts of British Col- 
umbia, heretofore unfrequented except 
‘by the tourist and hunter. It now be- 
comes a national obligation to segre- 
gate for all time on a comprehensive 
plan those areas which the nation 
sought to preserve out of its magnifi- 
sent heritage as a playground for Can- 
adians and their neighbors, and as a 
preserve for the preservation on a 
large scale of game and indigenous 
trees and flora. The separation of 
these areas and their scientific treat- 
mont for the purpose for which they 
are reserved will be of great educa- 
tional value to the Dominion and to 
the world at largg and will resutt in 
large financial returns to the exche- 
quers of the Province of British Co- 
‘umbia and of the Dominion. Anyone 
familiar with the mountainous area in 
this park, and those already reserved 
close to the main line of the railway, 
will agree with the writer in the pre- 
diction that, even without figther ad- 
vertising on the part of the railway 
company, the proper exploration of 
the district as a park will result in 
tourist traffic in summer and in win- 
ter which will rival that which flows 
into California in the winter.—Mont- 
real Standard. 


A Pacific Grenfell. 


Rev. John Antle has been called tha 
“Grenfell of the Pacific,” but he needs 
no borrowed light to make his mis- 
sionary work resplendent. Mr, Antle 
was born on the coast of Newfound- 
land and from his earliest boyhood 
made the sea his companion. Ordain- 
ed to the ministry and placed in a 
Vancouver church it is little wonder 
his affections again went to the ocean 
waves and he built and equipped a 
small ship to carry himself and a sur- 


geon to the five thousand isolated 
loggers up through the Straits of 
Georgia. Mr. Antle practices Chria- 


tianity ten hours a day to one that 
he preaches it. It happened during 
a Sabbath morning prayer meeting in 
the cabin of the ship that a cry came 
from shore that a man was desperate- 
ly hurt some miles along the river. 
Mr. Antle tossed his clerical coat 
aside in an instant and was immedi- 
ately immersed in the oiling cups and 
gas tanks of his engines. In three 
minutes the “Columbia” was rushing 
full speed to the rescue. As Mr, An. 
tle gripped the wheel and pressed the 
bow across the stream, a bearded log- 
ger bent over the steward and sald: 
“Brother, that was the best sermon I 
ever heard in my life,’’—Toronto Star.
